James R Shearer Tells Well Filled 
Auditorium That Civilization is a 
Very Sick Patient. Says that Great 
War was Unfruitful. Notes Minor 
Indications of the Approaching 
Dawn. Lauds Opportunity for 
Personal Expression. 


Arrowwood, April 14th—Appearing 
upon the platform of the Arrowwood 
Auditorium, shortly after nine o'clock ! 
last evening, James R. Shearer ad- 
dressed a very attentive audience, for 
about an hour and three quarters. 

Mr, Shearer noted the fact, by way 
of introduction, that should a number 
of men be asked how to make a bet- 
ter world, each one would answer 
differently. “Some of you,” said the 
speaker, “may think the world all 
right, and that we do not need a 
higher state of civilization, but to my 
mind we are standing upon the thresh- 
old of a new world danger, and 1 
think that there is knowledge re- 
quired to prevent actual world des- 
truction or at least retrogression.” 
“The approaching of the end of the 
world is no new thing, for in all ages, 
men have prophesied the approaching 
of the end of the world. In the relies 
of the civilization of old Assyria, has, 
been discovered a tablet, which is at 
least 5,000 years old, and upon which 
the inscription reads: “There are 
strange happenings in these latter 
days, and there are good reasons to 
believe that the end of the world is 
not far of.” 

QUOTES H. G. WELLS 

“T suppose”, said the speaker, “that 
H. G. Wells, may be considered one} 
of the greatest historians of the pre- 
sent time, and that his words will} 


bear,some weight. He says, ‘We have} 
to the crossroads in the civilization | 
ef the world and no one knows the | 
way out.’ We have now in the pos-j| 
session of man, for the first time, the | 
tools with which he may destroy al! 
of civilization.” 
Literature Degenerate 
“Our literature, said the speaker, 
is degenerating into a portrayal of 
life as seen along the Great White 
Way, with the gleam and the glamor, 
wherein virile manhood does not 
abound.” “You may pick up your 
newspaper every day and read of the 
account of a student's suicide. When, 
one has seen all there is of life before 
the age of twenty, what has he to live 
for? We are in the age in which, 
every one tries to do things in aj; 
shorter time. We see advertisements | 
in the.newspapers that one may get a! 
high school education in two years. | 
You can’t do it. I may seem drastic, | 
but I am to diagnose the ailments of | 
civilization correctly.” 
Civilization Defined | 
“What is civilization?” asked the | 
speaker. ‘We point to our washing} 
machines, radios, airships, and 12, 
inch guns and say that we are civil- | 
ized, The speaker then drew a 
sketch on the blackboard iNustrating | 
the onward march of civilization, as 
seen by one college professor. Civil-| 
izing influences were divided into three 
main stages of development. In the} 
first, which lasted for at. least one} 
hundred thousand years, man was in| 
a state of savagery, in which animal-} 
ity held the fieli. In the second stage, 
which lasted for five thousand years 
or less, man was the child of nature, 
a barbarian, and finally we find our- 
selves at the beginning of the third 
stage which is the stage of spiritual- 
ity (not in the narrow religious sense) 
but in the period, when man really 
comes into the rulership of the world, 
and when he may direct his own des- 
tjny—the period when man begins to
